Marketing quotas for the 1960 
crop of uplang cotton apply to 
all producers—those who elect 
Choice (B) allotments as well as 
those with Choice (A) allotments, 
Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation County Committee, 
said today. 

Notices of the national average 
price support rate for  botb 
Choice (A) and Choice (B) cot- 
ton were recently mailed to all 
producers in the county. 

Each cotton grower was giv- 
en the size of his Choice (A> 
and Choice (B) allotment for 
1960 before the cotton marketing 


`| quota referendum last December. 


Cotton growers who want their 
Choice (B) alloments in effect 
for 1960 must file that decision 
with the ASC county office not 
later than March 16. The Choice 
(B) allotment for a farm is 4 
percent larger than the regul- 
Choice (A) allotment. Price suj 
port available for cottcn produc 
ed on a Choice (B) allotmen 
farm is 15 percent of parity les 
than for Choice (A) cctton. 

Under the present law, a pro- 
ducer who does not elect thc 
Choice (B) program will have the 
Choice (A) program in effect 
for his farm.

In discussing the Soviet goals 
for 1965, the report points out 
the present Soviet seven-year 
plan constitutes a revision of a 
five-year plan that proved over- 
optimistic. While the original 
plan called for electric produc- 
tion of 230.2 ‘billion kilowatt-; 
hours in 1957, actual output was 
209.7 billion kilowatt-hours, about 
9 percent under the goal. 

A reasonable indicator of a 
nation’s total productive capacity 
and its people’s well-being is the 
measure of kilowatt-hour use per 
capita. For the United States in 
1959 this was about 4481 kilo- 
watt-hours, compared with an 
estimated 1161 kilowatt-hours 
per capita for the Soviet Union. 
The Russian goal for 1965 is 
about 2100 kilowatt-hours.

A more sub- 
stantial breakfast is eaten later.
